Ai with greatness, some people achieve 


knitting after long and painful effort, 
while others have knitting thrust upon 
them, so to speak, whether they like it or 
not; but a stay among the lovely hills of 
Donegal has persuaded more than ene tourist 
that there lies the home of the born knitter. 
whose needles. work almost of their own 
volition. ) 


coloured jumpers and pullovers; another for 
its well-nigh hole-proof hand-knit socks; a 
third for its more ambitious —‘hand-knit 
costumes and frocks; but everywhere the 
staple industry seems to be knitting, and the 
women and girls do it as naturally as breath- 
ing. 
In many localities in Donegal the children 
spend the long summer days herding the 
cattle on the sweet short grass behind. the 
sand hills, and it is then that the tiny girls 
start out on their long knitting career, that 
only ends when old age has crippled the 
clever fingers. 

One small herder, thirteen years old, knits 
a pair of socks each day—one sock in the fore- 
neon and the other before supper time—and, 
thanks to:.the enterprising citizens: of the 
village near by, there is a regular demand for 
these splendid hand-knit socks. Girls ‘much 
younger than that can “turn a heel’’ without 
‘turning a hair,” and every amateur knitter 
knows the crisis a heel presents to the novice. 

It is a charming. sight to see a gqroup“o 
children with their bright’ hair: half-covered 
by the inevitable black shawl of the West; 
their tongues’ busy ‘with the lilting’ Gaelie, 
that is their native speech,’ and the bright 
steel needles fiashing in the ‘sunlight as they 
knit 

Their eyes seldom stray from the cattle 
that are their especial charge, and they only 
bestow the most cursory glance upon the 
knitting in their hands; yet a mistake is an 
unheard of thing, and the finished socks are 
perfect of their kind. 

T'wenty or thirty miles away, the short 
steel needles are replaced: by long wooden 
ones, and gaily coloured wool takes the place 
of the homely grey used for socks ; for here 


jumpers of every’ shadé.and*hue «Some of 
these garments are ofmamented with intricate 
an 1 beavtiful ‘patterts ‘that would. require 
the utmost concentration on the part, of the 
ordinary knitters, yet the workers seem to 
give scant attention to. the garment that 
grows into a thing of beauty in their hands. 

When the knitting takes the more ambitious 
form of frocks and costumes, the knitters 
usually co-operate, and work in some long 
right room set apart for that purpose. But 
it is in the quiet fields, and beside the dusty

Our miethods of storing our food are 
actually behind those of. our great-grand- 
fathers. ‘They at least had chilly cellars or 


stone larders. where food might be kept, if 
not in perfect safety, at least im a moderately 
cool atmosphere. | 

Food deteriorates thirty-six hours before 
the naked eye can detect it, and there ‘is only 
one way to ensure its purily—to keep it in a 
temperature of under. 50 ee. This can 
be accomplished. only by refrigeration. Any 
food of a, perishable nature should be stored 
in a refrigerator as soon as it is*purchased. 

Preferably, the refrigerator .. should . be 
mechanical, such. as Frigtdaire, providing a 
hdry, crisp, cold well under 50 degrees, never 
varying, year in and year. out. 
atmosphere deterioration cannot, take place. 
One can go away for long week-ends—leave 
food in it. for days. with perfect assurance. 
No attention is needed: it switches itself on 
and off quite independently of human control.

Poach lightly as many eggs as you need 
in some white stock instead of water. Cover 
the bottom of a shallow firepreofer about 
half an inch thiék with baked breadcrumbs, 
Wéating the dish first—and season with salt 
and pepper and a trifle of finely chopped 
parsley. Put the eggs, well drained, thereon.

They are treated with seant respect, the 
bookshelves -of nursery. land,- yet: they. play 
an all-important part in the education of the 
tiny citizens of every home. 

To the parents is given the short-lived 

rivilege of providing their little ones with 
ifeong treasures, yet how often the lot of 
doing so falls to the chance wisdom or 
generosity of a passing. friend. 

There are mothers: ho, as the cold winter 
days approach, consider it a sound invest- 
ment to spend a guinea on a warm chill- 
proof frock or suit for the nursery . ward- 
robe, yet they seldom spend half that sum 
on the equally attractive gifts to be bought 
for the clothing of the child’s ‘mind. 

The charm ‘of Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
“A Child’s Garden of Verses,’’ illustrated 
by Kate Elizabeth Oliver; the fascination fof 
Rudyard Kipling’s Just So” stories; the 
music of Walter de‘la Mare’s “ Peacock 
Pye’’; the appeal of A. A. Milne’s ‘‘ When 
We, Were Very Young ”;. the logic of a

Afterall, an appalling amount, of worth- 
less, nadly written literature is to be found 
even in the children’s book market, so surely 
no time or money is wasted which: brings to 
the little ones even a first glimpse of the 
beautiful in literature and life.

SETTING OUT. 


In order to reach the summit of the 
tallon de Servance from Plancher-les- 
Mines, you must first cover the many kilo- 
metres of track through the Vallée de 
Saint Antoine. How gratifying it is to 
walk in kilometres after calculating in 
Irish miles! There were five of us, knap- 
sacked and cheerful, on that August 
morning. 

From the experience of many excursions, 
I knew the landmarks of that valley of 
forests—first the saw-mill, ‘then the 
chapel. to commemorate the spot_ where 
Saint Antoine carried water in aft osier 
basket, then the foresters’ houses. 
Beyond them you climb sharply beside a 
cascade known as the Saut de la Truite, 
and here there are wild raspberries.

Linen and Silk. 


The news that certain linen manufac- 
turers in Belfast, hard hit by the depres. 
sion in the great staplé trade of Ulster, 
are now experimenting with artificial 
silk, reminds a correspondent that a 
hundred years ago cotton was a dangerous 
rival of linen in the North. Indeed, in 
the early decades of the last century the 
cotton manufacture looked like becoming 
one of the staples not only of Ulster, but 
of the rest of Ireland as well. 

It made rapid progress in this country 
| after the Union, but it did not hold its 
ground so well here as in Great Britain. 
Like linen, its strength was in the North, 
but there were flourishing centres at 
Limerick, Clonmel and Portlaw, and at 
Bandon in 1829 there was the surprising 
number of 2,000 weavers. Better wages 
than in the linen trade had enticed many 
workers into the cotton industry, but from 
1825, when industrial depression set in, ii 
began to decline. By 1840 the number of 
weavers employed in Bandon had fallen to 
150, and in a few years more all that was 
left of the cotton manufacture was 
localised in Belfast, but it no longer 
menaced the supremacy of linen. 


Ghe Rise of Belfast. 


On the other hand, from 1828 linen 
began to outstrip cotton, and the improved 
methods of production, the application of 
machinery to flax-spinning, previously 
altogether a hand process, and the change 
from the domestic or home manufacture to 
the factory system left linen without 3 
serious competitor for chief honours until 
the rise of Belfast shipbuilding half-way 
through the century. Enterprising 
Northern manufacturers, recognising that 
the immediate future, at all events, was 
with the flax plant and machinery, con- 
verted buildings originally erected for the 
spinning of cotton into flax-spinning 
mills. Pioneers amongst these were the 
Murlands of Castlewellan and the Mul- 
hollands of Belfast. Whien Mulholland’s 
cotton mill in York street was burned 
down on June 10, 1828, it was re-erected 
as a flax-spinning mill, and was the first 
to be fully equipped with all the latest 
machinery, although the Belfast claim 
was disputed by the Murlands. 

The development of this mill into the 
great York Street Flax-spinning Company, 
one of Belfast’s show places, is one of the 
romances of industry.

| Che Hockey Crisis. 


Anyone who knows Mr. J. W. F. Craw- 
furd, one of Ireland's two representatives 
on the International Hockey Board, would 
realise that he would not take the drastic 
step of resigning from that Board without 
the very best reasons. He was a fine all- 
round games player, though hockey was 
his latest love. He was most prominent 
as a cricketer, and he got his Blue 
for Oxford in 1900-01. He played tor 
Phoenix for many years, and was one of 
the best cricketers in Ireland. He played 
Rugby for Monkstown on the wing, and 
later played hockey for Three Rock Rovers. 

At present he is probably the Hest squash 
player in Dublin, and as lately as last. 
season he turned out with success as a 
goalkeeper for Rovers. Mr. Crawfurd is 
the last rian to take a hasty action, and 
it was only after they had met with re- 
peated disappointments that he and his 
colleague, Mr. Burney, decided to resign. 
It will probably come as a surprise to the 
English authorities to find that Mr. Craw- 
furd is a countryman of theirs. 


A Northern Colleague. 


It must have been a comfort to Mr. 
Crawfurd to have the backing of that 
sturdy Northerner, Mr. A. G. Burney, in 
his attack on that archaic body, the 
Hockey Association. President of the Irish 
Hockey Union last year, Mr. Burney has 
behind him a Jong record of solid work for 
the game in Ireland and Ulster, and to 
his untiring efforts much of the success 
of the Ireland-England match at Belfast 
in 1926 was due. Mr. Burney has made 
junior hockey his special care, and he was 
instrumental in starting the Leinster v 
Ulster schools inter-provincial in the same 
year. It would be difficult to find two 
men less likely to be guilty of the “ petty 
jealousy ” with which they were charged 
by the Honorary Secretary of the Inter- 
national Hockey Board, or of those 
‘‘impish ’’ tendencies laid to their charge 
by yesterday’s Observer. 


A Thief’s Tercentenary. 


Thomas Blood, or ‘‘ Colonel Blood,” the 
tercentenary of- whose birth occurs .this 
year, occupies a notable place in the long 
list of thieves in history, and he has a 
special interest to Irishmen because of 
his attempt in 1663 to seize the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland at Dublin Castle. 
“Colonel Blood ” was an: English 
adventurer, and he received presents of 
estates in Ireland in return for military 
services rendered to the Parliamentary 
side. These were forfeited by him at 
the Restoration, but they were later 
restored to him by Charles II. 
Subsequent to his attempt to capture 
the Irish Lord Lieutenant, he essayed to 
capture the Duke of Ormonde with the 
intention of hanging him. Shortly after 
that exploit he nearly succeeded in steal- 
ing the crown and the jewels from the 
Tower of London, a story that forms one 
of the unfading incidents in the history 
of that building. 

Blood was subsequently committed to 
prison, where he was visited by Charles 
II., and by his strong and fearless per- 
suasion he was able to get his release. 
One of his most daring adventures was his 
capture of Captain Mason from a guard 
of troopers near Doncaster, in Yorkshire.

MAIDS OBJECT TO REDUCTION. 
The Sudan Government having failed in 
all its efforts to lower the price of wives, the 
current quotation on Shilluk maidens will 
remain at fifteen cows. | : 

This price is not absolute, howéver, since 
óccasionally Sudanese girls bring as many as 
forty to sixty cows into their father's ex- 
cheguer. A few hundred miles to the south 
in the vicinity of Lake Albert, young men 
may buy wives at the rate of only five cows, 
or three cows and twenty goats. 

Government officials were anxious to intro- 
duce the Lake Albert rates here, but failure 
resulted immediately because of the attitude 
of the Shilluk girls, who are now beginning 
to assert their rights.

COLONEL FAWCETT’S DEATH.

[®SPITE the many conflicting reports 
that wd have received during the last 
se or so as to the fate of Colonel P. H. 
‘awcett, the explorer, and his expedition 
in Central Brazil, we must now believe 
him to be dead. His death will be de- 
plored by all who knew him. He was one 
of our most intrepid explorers, and his 
knowledge of South American Indians was 
unrivalled. So skilful was he in his deal- 
ings with the primitive tribes of that part 
of the world, many of whom are stil! 
cannibals, that for a long time his former 
associates ridiculed the idea of his not 
returning alive from the fastnesses of 
Matto Grosso, the little-explored Central 
State of Brazil which has claimed him as’ 
a martyr to the cause of knowledge and 
rogress. i 

. Colonel Fawcett's death goes to prove 
that there is still opportunity enough for 
the adventurous-minded person to experi- 
ence in real life the thrills described to us 
by the story-writers whose books gave us 
so much joy in our boyhood days. It is 
still possible to travel in many parts ofthe 
world without needing a Fenn or a Henty 
to satisfy the travellers’ appetite for 
thrills, nor is South America the only 
happy hurnting-ground for the adventure- 
seeker. 
Only a few months ago a young Portu- 
guese nobleman returned to Europe from 
Central Africa, where he had been hunt- 
ing big game, with a fund of material for 
adventure tales. Telling how he ‘‘bagged’’ 
a particularly large gorilla, he cited the 
following, which reads like an extract 
from “ The Gorilla Hunters ’’ :— 


SEVEN GORILLAS.

Times that some sportsmen are taking 
an interest in the expected Game Protection 
Act. May I, with my very long experience, 
say what I believe to be necessary’ In the 


first place, put down the sale of game. -The 
idea of assimilating the new bill to the 
Fishery Act may be. put aside. The Fishery 


Act, although very good in many ways, is 
quite inoperative so far as sale of poached 


fish is concerned. There is no difficulty. A 
gang net the fish, and one of them takes out 
a rod licence. This enables him to. sell or 
send away by train or otherwise the others’ 
fish, and there.is no remedy. The same thing 


can be done by one poacher’s taking out a 
game licence and selling game for the others. 

What I suggest is that no one should have 
a game or rod licence issyed to him unless 
he was able to produce a certificate on a 
printed form, signed by two responsible men, 
such as a clergyman, a District Justice, an 
officer of the Civic Guard, etc., saying that 
they knew the applicant and believed that he 
required the licence for bona fide shooting of 
game or angling for salmon, not for sale. 
Next, take means to destroy vermin. Foxes 
kave increased about here, a non-hunting 
country, to such an extent that they not only 
destroy game, but are an inconceivable loss 
to the poor farmers, one of whom this season 
lost forty laying hens—all he had. In fact, 
the mountains are so infested with foxes that 
it is no unusual thing to put several up. 
Next to foxes, magpies are games worst 
enemy, and they are very easily exterminated. 
A third terrible loss of game is cansed by the

A CLEANER WATERFORD. 


A more efficient street cleaning service 
and a reorganisation of the whole of the 
scavenging system is to be pressed for by 
the Chamber of Commerce members of 
Waterford Corporation. This was the out- 
come of a recent discussion drawing atten- 
tion to the filthy condition of the streets. 

A horrifying picture of the condition of 
affairs was drawn during the course of the 
discussion. All classes of filth, it was 
stated, were being blown about—pencetrat- 
ing the shops, coming into contact with 
foodstuffs, and ruining stocks. “Every 
morning,” said Mr. W. A. Dobbyn, “as 
one comes into town between nine and ten 
o'clock, one sees in the streets open dust- 
bins, from which filth and refuse are being 
dragged by dogs, with old women sitting 
about scattering the contents for cinders.’ 

While certain reforms of the present 
system are possibly desirable and neces- 
sary it must, nevertheless, be admitted 
that the citizens themselves can go a long 
way towards ameliorating the evil. It is 
suggested that thoughtlessness and care- 
Jessness on their part in throwing waste 
paper on the streets is responsible for a 
considerable amount of their untidiness. 
Properly constructed dust bins and an in- 
creased number of receptacles for waste- 
paper in the streets should minimise the 
grievance to a certain extent, and assist 
in making Waterford a cleaner city. 


ALLEGATIONS OF BRIBERY. . 


Allegations of bribery concerning the 
letting of labourers’ cottages in West Cork 
have led up to the demand from the 
Western and Southern Committees of the 
County Cork Board of Health for a sworn 
inquiry into the charges. Mr. Michael 
Hurley, a member of the Board, is re- 
ported to have stated that he knew where 
bribery had been used in the past in the 
selling and buying of cottages, but he 
made no charge against the present Com- 
1 mittee, before whom no cottages have yet 
come for letting. 

Mr. C. J. McCarthy, Chairman of the 
Western Committee, said that there was 
absolutely no ground for such charges 
against the members of that body, and 
their duties had always been performed 
in a fair, impartial and efficient manner. 
Other members said that they invited a 
full and exhaustive examination and in- 
vestigation of their affairs and work. 

The Chairman of the Southern Com- 
mittee, Mr. T. Corcoran, said that it was 
their duty to ask Mr. Hurley to with- 


draw, prove his charges, or make a 
specific statement with regard to in- 
dividuals. ‘‘ Personally,’’ he said, “I do 


not\look seriously upon his remarks, but 
the general public might put a different 
construction on them altogether.” 

Mr. R. Daly, whose suggestion that the 
Committee should take no action was de- 
feated, said that they should not waste 
time talking about somé foolish remark 
made by seme boys or other irresponsible 
persons to Mr. Hurley, It was no concern 
of theirs if a few pounds passed befween 
an outgoing and incoming tenant, as the 
former might possibly have a plot oí 
cabbage or a shed or piggery which he 
was selling. 


ODOURS OF DOUGLAS. 


On a couple of occasions within the past 
few years Dr. Lynch, Medical Officer of 
Health, has brought before the notice of 
the Board of Health the condition of the 
village of Douglas, but nothing has been 
done to remove what he describes as the 
“intolerable stink from the manholes and 
water gratings of sewer and drain.” “ My 
position in Douglas for the past six years 
has been a farce,’’ he declared, “ because 
I might as well be whistling jigs to a 
milestone and expecting it to dance as 
sending in reports.” 

In his last report Dr. Lynch avers that 
he has received forty-eight complaints 
from the residents regarding the condition 
of affairs, and he states that the bad water 
and putrid atmosphere are the causes oÍ 
the prevalence of diphtheria in the district 
Mr. O'Flynn, the Committee's engineer, 
denies the presence of any smell from the 
manholes, which are not ventilated at all ; 
and further reported that when he and 
Dr. Saunders, the County Medical Officer 
of Health, had visited the village on 
several occasions they had found nothing 
wrong. 

In order to allay the feelings of the 
people regarding the matter, Dr. Saunders 
has been asked for a written report on the 
condition of the sewerage of Douglas, and 
this will come before the next meeting of 
the Southern Committee of Public Health.

The recital given at the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin, last Sotpesiey was termed ‘ 
Columbia’ concert with the phone, 
and it was designed to illustrate how musical 
evenings may be spent by means.of the latest

INOUEST ADJOURNED. 


Dr. L. A. Byrne, Dublin City Coroner. held 
an inquest last Saturday in Sir Patrick Dun’s 
Hospital into the cause of the death of Michael 
Dalton, aged 16 years, of Bellevue Buildings, 
off Thomas street, who died on Friday 
morning as the result of injuries which he 
sustained in consequence of a collision 
between a motor delivery van in which he 
was seated and a tramway car on Sandy- 
mount road last Wednesday. The driver of 
the van, Francis Kiely, who also was 
seriously injured, if in the hospital, in a 
critical condition. 

Dr. Gerald. Griffin, house surgeon, stated 
that Dalton suffered from bruises and 
abrasions on the right side of the face on 
the right hip. on both hands and the left 
knee. A post-mortem examination revealed 
extensive fractures of the base and vault 
of the squll, and diffuse hemorrhag: all over 
the surface of the brain. Death was due 
to shock and cerebral hemorrhage. 

At this stage it was mentioned by the 
Coroner. that he had been informed by an 
official of the District Court that Patrick 
Byrne, the driver of the tramway car, was 
charged with having caused the death of 
Dalton. It was, he said, for the jury to 
say whether or not they would hear further 
evidence, or adjourn until after the criminal 
proceedings are concluded. 

Mr. E. H. Bugne, for the Tramway Com- 
pany, asked for an adjournment, as the 
evidence of the driver, who was in hospital, 
would be important. 

Mr. Sydney Mathews, who appeared for the 
proprietors of the Hvening Mai, the owners 
of the van, assented, and the inquest was 
accordingly adjourned.

INQUEST ADJOURNED AFTER 
DISPUTE WITH CORONER. 


In a special cell for violent patients, one 
of the nurses at Cavan and Monaghan 
Mental Hospital, last Saturday morning, 
found Mrs. Mary Kate Kane hanging with a 
strip of quilting round her neck from a 
strong iron bar used to seal the shutters of 
the window. Artificial respiration was tried, 
but the woman did not revive. She was a 
native of Glencar, County Cavan, and wife 
of a man who lives at Kilnavar, Cavan, and 
had been an inmate of the asylum for two 
periods. 

At the inquest held at the asylum by Mr. 
Patrick Whelan, Coroner for orth 
Monaghan, the head nurse, Miss M. Phillips, 
said that Mrs. Kane was 42 years of age, and 
was last admitted as a lunatic on 22nd 
December, 1926. She had been in the 
suicidal ward continuously since that date, 
and was confined in a single room. She was 
a very violent patient, and five nurses could 
not manage her. There was no furniture in 
the room, just a straw bed on the floor and 
two quilted rugs specially made to prevent 
tearing. A murse was on duty day and 
night outside the room, and it was the _— 
nurse’s duty to see the patient occasionally 
The woman was hanging by a strip of a 

uilt. 

: During the examination of a subsequent 
witness a juror charged the Coroner with 
‘*leading’’ the witness. A warm argument 
ensued, and the Coroner appealed to other 
members of the jury to say that they 
approved his conduct of the inquiry. Failing 
to get clear answers from all of them, he 
adjourned the inquest, stating that he would 
forward a report of the whole matter to the 
Minister for Justice.

A Fuel Conference. 


A World Fuel Conference opens in 
London to-day, and will continue to sit 
during the week. Forty-eight countries 
are sending delegates, and it is expected 
that the contributions will form a fairly 
complete survey of modern fuel problems. 
The importance of such a conference is 
manifest; for the harnessing of water- 
power in many countries has not lessened 
seriously the importance of fuel. This 
conference is concerned mainly with the 
coal industry, with the utilisation of fuels 
industrial, commercial and domestic 
purposes, and with oil. Industries which 
once were regarded as rivals—gas, elec- 
trical engineering and oil—have_ co- 
operated during the preliminary work of 
the conference, and have shown a praise- 
worthy willingness to pool their resources. 
The World Fuel Conference coincides 
with the publication of a report by the 
National Fuel and Power Committee, 


which was appointed by the Board of 
Trade in August, 1926, under Lord 
Melchett’s chairmanship, “ to consider 


and advise upon questions connected with 
the economic use of fuels and their con- 
version into various forms of energy.’’ 
This report illustrates the general belief 
among the chiefs of industry that impor- 
tant changes are imminent in the produc- 
tion of industrial power. Men of science 
in the laboratories are working in close 
touch with industry. It is stated that in 
Britain and Germany ‘‘ low-temperature 
carbonisation '” is being developed on a 
commercial scale. The claim has been 
made, in Germany especially, that recent 
research in this direction has led to great

MANY CHILDREN AMONG THE 
VICTIMS.

: | MADRID, SUNDAY. 

A terrible fire, in which many people have been burned to 
death; broke out this evening during a performance at the Nove- 
dades' Theatre, which is situated in one of the. most populous 
centres of the city. | 

At ten minutes to nine, at the end of the last interval, there 
was a great burst of flame on the stage of the theatre, a building 
of six tiers. The occupants of the stalls and the first tier boxes 
were able to leave the theatre before the flames spread into 
the auditorium. 


ORCHESTRA ATTEMPTS TO QUELL PANIC. . 


‘The fire gained ground with appalling rapidity, the fittings 
being old and of wood. A dreadful panie¢ broke. out among the 
audience still in the house, although tie orchestra continued to 
play in a fruitless effort to calm the frantic people. 

‘The theatre, which has a seating capacity of about 3,000, 
was.an old building, and the means of access to the streets were 
incapable of dealing quickly with the crowd. Many persons were 
trampled.on in the wild rush for the staircases. 

The theatre was gutted, and the whole of the street block was 
destroyed completely. : 

On hearing of the affair the Prime Minister and the municipal 
puthorities visited the blazing street. 


TROOPS CALLED OUT. 


All the motor cars in the vicinity of the theatre were requisi- 
tioned by the police for the removal of the injured to bospital, and 
reimforcements of police and a regiment of infantry from a-neigh- 
bouring barracks were called out to help in the work of rescue. 


SEVERAL HUNDREDS DEAD 


It is feared that several hundred people perished in the fire. 
Over. two hundred injured are being treated in the ambulance sta- 
Hons, 

Several hundred of the audience in the upper tiers of the. 
theatre were trapped and unable to escape. 


MANY CHILDREN AMONG THE LEAD. 


The fire spread to the block of houses. around the theatre, 
which is situated in one of the most densely. populated quarters of 
the city. The. firemen had great difficulty in coping with the out- 


break, as th: old buildings burned like tinder. 

Fighty of the injured are in a serious condition. Two of them 
succumbed at an ambulance station.. There are many children 
among the dead lying under the .wreckage. 

The theatre was the largest in Madrid, with seats for nearly 
three thousand, and it was packed to the doors with a typical Sun- 
day audience, which had assembled to see a popular piece, ““ La 
Mejor del Puerto.”’ | 

Firemen are working desperatcly to recover the bodies. Eleven 
were found lying in a heap in one of the burned out corridors. 

General Primo de Rivera, with#the Ministers and other high 
officials, is on the spot, and enofmous crowds in the streets 
around the theatre are being controlled with difficulty by the police.

HOW WOMAN FLIER MET HER 

DEATH. 


A verdict of ‘‘death by tnisadventure” 
was returned at an inquest which was held at 
Brooklands last Saturday on Miss Margaret 
Honor Wellby, who was killed while flying at 
Brooklands last Thursday. It was the first 
case in this country of a woman being killed 
while fiving alone. 

Miss Wellby was a pupil at the Henderson 
Flying School at Brooklands, and was 
qualifying for her pilot’s certificate. 

Colonel George L. P. Henderson, proprietor 
of the school, said that Miss Wellby had 
flown over ten hours with an instructor, and 
one hour thirty-eight ‘minutes alone. 

‘When she went up alone,” said Colonel 
Henderson, ‘‘ she took off from the far end of 
the aerodrome, the correct way for the wind 
—she took off with the tail low,. indicating 
a bad start. This was due to bad pilotship, 
end not to the machine. When she 
approached the railway she turned, but with- 
out sufficiently banking. This caused the 
machine to swish its tail round to the right, 
and caused a nose-dive. The machine con- 


tinued to lose height. and suddenly cart- 
wheeled vertically to the ground.” 
The . GCoroner—As the principal of the

INTERVIEW WITH LORD 
CUSHENDUN, 


EVACUATION OF THE 
RHINELAND. 


-“ 


Lord Cushendun, Acting Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, arrived back in England 
esterday on his return from Geneva, where 
he headed the British Delegation to the As- 
| sembly of the League. 

In conversation with Reuter’s representa- 
tive, Lord: Cushendun said that there could 
be no doubt that a considerable amount of 
very useful work had been accomplished dur- 
ing the session. ‘The outstanding feature of 
the debates in the ‘Assémbly had been the 
attitude adopted towards the Kellogg Pact. 
It had been interesting to observe that, so far 
from any suggestion being made that the 
Pact could possibly interfere with the 
League’s work, on all sides the view had been 
expressed that the Pact really reinforced the 
League, and complemented its work. 

In reply to a question, Lord Cushendun 
said that he had seen certain criticisms of the 
British Delegation in the Press, but he did 
not attach too much importance to criticisms 
which he regarded as having been made for 
electioneering purposes. ‘‘ I see it suggested,”’ 
he added, ‘‘ that I expressed the opinion at 
Geneva that disarmament was. a secondary 
matter. Now, could anyone seriously believe I 
could make such a statement? What I said 
was that the actual date of the meeting of the 
Leas Committee, not disarmament 
itself, was of secondary importance, and that 
the important thing was to see that when 
the Committee did meet the ground had been 
thoroughly prepared beforehand. 

MOST IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

“There is no question before the world 
to-day which is of greater importance than 
disarmament. No country is more anxious to 
see general agreement regarding disarmament 
than Great Britain, which by effecting 
enormous reductions in her own armaments 
has already given a lead to the world. 

‘When deprecating undue impatience to 
fix the date for the next meeting of the Pre- 
paratory Committee, my sole anxiety was 
} that adequate preparation should be made 
beforehand, so as to guard against the pos- 
sibility of failure. The criticism has often 
been made that last vear’s Naval Conference 
might have succeeded had there been ade- 
uate preparatory work. It is precisely on 
at ground that we want to get certain 
preliminary obstacles removed before the 
meeting of the Preparatory Committee, which 
is the prelude to a general disarmament con- 
ference.” 
The fact that he had 
cepted a resolution in. the Third Committee 
of the Assembly calling for a meeting of the 
Preparatory Committee either at the end of 
this year or, in any case, at the beginning 
of next, was, said Lord Cushendun, proof of 
his v great anxiety’ to agree even on 
things which were not exactly as he would 
have liked them to be. In view of the 
German delegates’ insistence on the point, he 
had accepted the resolution, while poimting 
out’ the objections to it. 

AVOIDING DIFFICULTIES. 

“TI pointed out,” continued Lord Cushen- 
dun, ‘‘that if the difficulties between the 
Powers, not confined to naval questions, were 
not cleared up before the Preparatory Com- 
mittee met, it would be very difficult to ad- 
journ the meeting, and we might possibly 
break down altogether, whereas, by discreetly 
waiting, say, for a few weeks, before calling 
the Preparatory Committee together, there 
might be a good prospect. of an eventual 
agreed convention.’’ 
In viewofthe German delegates” insistence, 
added Lord Cushendun, he had agreed to the 
resolution subject to what he had pointed 
out. If the result should be that when the 
Preparatory Committee met it was unable to 
put forward an agreed scheme of disarma. 
ment the responsibility would not rest. with 
the British Delegation. 
Questioned on the subject of the Rhineland 
evacuation problem, Lord Cushendun said 
that he was certainly of opinion. that. the 
conversations at Geneva did represent a real 
|} step forward: The position prior to. the 
conversations had been that speeches 
theen made and articles had appeared in tl 
Press of the various countries on the snbjeét;

together. 

A DISTINCT STEP FORWARD, 
“I regard it as a distinct step forward,” he 
continued. ‘‘It is agreed that there shall be 
definite official negotiations on the matter. 
That. brings it into the arena of direct nego- 
tiations. in would be premature to prophesy 
what the result will be, but the mere fact of 


getting together, and acknowledging that 
this is a matter of first class impor- 
tance to be disscussed by the 


Governments concerned, is in itself a real 
step forward.”’ , 
Lord Cushendun said that he was unable 
to say when or where the conversations would 
be resumed. That point was not discussed 
at Geneva, but, as the request for the con- 
versations came from the German Govern- 
ment, it was for that Government to take 
the initiative in regard to their resumption. 

The outcome of the negotiations depended 
upon a number of factors, and Lord Cushen- 
dun was unwilling to make any fore-ast. 
Much depended on whether the Commities of 
Experts, which considered reparations, could 
find it possible to devise a scheme which 
would be acceptable. The German. spokes- 
men had said that they were not in a posi- 
tion to put forward a scheme, but were quite 
willing that the matter should be discussed

HE BALFOUR NOTE. 

Lord Cushendun reiterated that in this 
matter British policy must be based on the 
Note. On that they must insist. 
Nor. could they accept any scheme which was 
dependent on a revision of debt by America. 
Referring to the British criticism of the 
League’s Budget, Lord Cushendun said that 
Mr, Locker Lampson had simply endeavoured 
to apply to it the same scrutiny which the 
House of Commons applied to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer’s Budget. Nothing could 
do the League more harm in England than a 
feeling that, while they were having closely 


to scrutinise every penny spent at 
home, the British representatives at 
Geneva were willing to agree 
to any and every scheme which was put 


forward without satisfying themselves as to 
the estimates. The scrutiny applied at 
Geneva, so far from implying lack of sym- 
pathy with the League’s work, was dictated 
by a desire to see that the funds of the 
League were used to the best possible 
advantage. 

Expenditure always must be a matter of 
judgment, and there was nothing inconsistent 
in the British request for an inquiry into the 
ilheit opium traffic in the Far East, which the 
British Government regarded as being of 
such importance as to justify the expense
